ces, the miſeries and ſozrowes, 
whiche pꝛoceede of the inſolen⸗ 
cie into the whiche the people of 
this tyme is plonged in this age 
of Jron( Of Jron J maie ſate, 
hardened to miſfoztune) hath 
2 N well witneſſed to vs, how true is 

— the aunciente Pꝛouerbe, whiche 


ſaith: That Jupiter is ſlowe to biſite the ſkinne of the Gote: 
Yet that in ſine, he permitteth not an euill facte vnpuniſhed. 


Tee haue ſcen with our eyes, and felte by effece in oure 
Fraunce at the riſpng oktheſe laſte troubles, fallyng vpon 
vs like tẽpeſt of a Haile vnlooked foꝛ. The whiche, as com⸗ 
myng out of the Boxe of Pandora, oꝛ out of a bꝛoken infec⸗ 
ted P2ifon, was ſo ſpꝛedde emong menne, and hath made 
ſuche ouerture of vice and miſchief, that all ſoztes of euill 
are ſette at libertie. Mar the Executour of the wꝛathe of 
the Goddes, hath ſo vomited his Choler without mea⸗ 
ſure, that the burnyng thereof hath chafed theim, not onelp 
to ſoctall &QAarres, but to all Deueliſhe attemptes, moꝛe 
then Megarique to Robberies and Murthers, and (as 
ſaieth Cicero) to Phalariſines aud moſte cruell inhumanites, 
Dulcan leàuyng his proper Region, hath folowed theſe mi⸗ 
ſeries, and ſearched newe habitatione, to exerciſe theſe oz 


perations: In ſuehe ſoꝛte that it is eaſie to iudge, that theſe 


miſhappes are fallen emong menue, to putte theim in me⸗ 
moꝛie of their ſpnnes, ſounde in the ſaied Gotes ſkinne,of 
the whiche vou haue pated your lotte:as J haue knowen by 
the complaintes, whiche you haue made fo2 your greate 
toſſes of money aud menage ſpoiled and deſtroted by ſacks

ence mate larmount. And to helpe pou, J haue none other 


mcanc then by aduile and counſatle: pou kaowe that all my 
life, I haue ſpente little tyme in hourdyng ofrichefſe, and 
thynges caduke. And that rather F tooke pleaſure ta con⸗ 
tent my Spirites, in readyng and ſearchyng of ſuche thyn⸗ 
ges, as fewe menne haue founde. Pet not to refuſe the helpe 
a freende in neceſſitie:and vnderitandpng that there yet re- 
maineth vnco you, five oz ſixe hundꝛeth Frankes , whiche 
pou haue hidden, foꝛeſeyng ſo greate a miſchaunce, it ſecs 
meth vnto me, to the ende that pou in nothyng diminiſhe 
pour ſtate of liuyng, ſo to redꝛeſſe the ſame, that you maye 
eaſely in ſhozte tyme, reenter into as greate and ample re- 
uenewes, as you had befoꝛe the laied troubles. 

Your reuenewe doubtleſſe conſiſteth in Houſebandꝛie of 
all (oztes of cattaile, as Beeues, Kyne, Mares, Sheepe, 
Foule, and ſuche other thynges as retopſeth theim, whiche 
are giuen to the Countrie life. J can bee a witneſſe how 
your Table was euer readie fo2 pour familiar freendes: 
And pour wife and daughter were of wo2ſhipfull eſtimati⸗ 
on, and of carefull pꝛouiſion foꝛ your famelie, entertained 
by honeſt ſparyng and frugalitie, requiſite in due tyme and 


ſeaſon. At whiche tyme alſo you were well eſtemed, foꝛ pour 


liberalitie toward pour neighbours and freendes. But ſce- 
png; that Foztune hath tourned her viſage (as ſhe is accu⸗ 
ſtomed co doe, when the tyme agreeth with her) you muſte 
needes retire, and not ſuffer her to remaine with pou in 
like regarde as befoꝛe. And therefoze you muſte kozgette 
thoſe loſſes, and thinke of a Gaine to come: To the whiche 
pou ſhall attaine eaſely, with thts little ſumme remainpug, 
if you will emploie it, as J will aduertiſe you , And this 
without ſpotte of villanie, 02 filthie and exceſſiue gaines. 
Furthermoze, pour Youſeband2'e ſhall flo2tthe, and pour 
name ſhall bee moze knowen in Fraunce, then was 1 
the 
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the Greekes, the name of hym that burnte the Temple ot 
Diana in C. phe ſus. 

And to make no longer diſcourle;aduiſe your ſelf to be: 
ſtowe your ſumine of money in buiyng of Hennes: not Me⸗ 
le, zorides , the whiche Bellas in his }eregrination affir- 
meth.co be our Hennes ofthe Indies (bepng the true gra⸗ 


nieres of Dtes ) but common Hennes of our Countrie:and | 


Houſebande o2 emplopye them in ſuche ſoꝛt, as J will ſhewe 
hereafter. And bee not impacient to attende the concluſion. 
Flirſte of all, it is necellarie to haue them, neare vnto the 
Citæ of Paris, famous and of greate renoume thꝛoughout 
all the woꝛlde, to bee the marte and ſeate of all good Artes, 
and Sciences, and populous of all ſoztes of menne, if there 
bee any other vnder the Sunne. There conſider the ſitua- 
tion of ſome commodious place well builded, hauyng good 
roomes and Stables, with a Courte oz parde incloſed of 
twoo Acres of grounde, moze 0} leſſe, and walled of ſuffici⸗ 
ente height. With alſo twoo other Acres incloſed, fo2 an 


bother purpoſe, whereof wee will ſpeake hereafter, Dfthele 


areenoweto bee founde, in the olde rurall butldynges a- 
bout the Citte of Paris. So then can you not ſaie, that pou 
are ſtraightly lodged, Foz Quintus ¶ Incinnatus Citezine of 
Roomeſ ſo named fo) wearyng his haire combed and bꝛea⸗ 


' ded ) poſſeſſed no moꝛe when he was called to the dignitie 


of Dictator, as wꝛiteth Valerius tn e in his fowerth 
booke. 
The afozeſaied Mannour places Ferme, with Parde 


o Courte incloſed, vou ſhall take by Leaſe fo? certaine 


peres, paiyng perely rent fo2 the dwellyng of you and pour 
famelie. ou ſhall diſpoſe your Stables commodioullie fo2 
your Hennes and Chickins, with the viewe oz pꝛoſpecte tos 
warde the Winter Dztent, that the Sunne maie giuetie 
good mozrowe to pour Hennes, whiche greatelp delice at 
the Moznyng Sunne, as noteth Celumella in his tx, booke 
of Houſebandzic:alſo ? in his third booke. 
B. iij. The 
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The Henne houſes, ſhall be commodious and pꝛoſitable 
if thct bee alone oz ſolitar ie, and the JIlankes well couered 
with claye, becauſe the Hennes delice to pꝛuine and toum- 
ble them ſelues in duſte, and to bee kept warme. And there⸗ 
foꝛe boozdes oz plaiſter, are not conuenient to this purpoſe. 

The Lathers oz Perches muſte bee from the grounde 
twoo foote high. Alto flatte , aud not rounde , becauſe the 
Mennes doe not bende, oꝛ crooke their clawes o2 Talantes 
as doe other graſpelyng fcules, 

The ſaied Henne houſes alſo, in the daie tyme muſte bee 
open,that thei maie be euented with Minde and Aire. And 
that the Night aire maie moꝛe eaſely tranſpire and breath 
out, that it mate cauſe no diſeale by cloſe ayꝛe, whiche in 
Hozte tyme cauſeth putrefaction, and diſeaſes thereof pꝛo⸗ 
ceadyng. 

Under the Henne houſes, and all aboute the Stables, 
ſhall bee hanged many Panyers of conueniente bigneſle, 
ſtufte with Yaye,to receiue the Dennes when thei laye, 
Foz {aye in this caſe, is muche becter then Strawe , be⸗ 
cauſe it is ſofter and warmer, and is not ſo apte co engẽder 
L ice oꝛ Moozmes. J dooe not meane that it ſhould bee ſo 
deare as was that, whiche was ſolde foz fower Attiques the 
handfull,fozmenne to eate, at the tymeofthe greate Famin 

in Jeruſalem, as wꝛiteth Ioſephus in his ſeuenth booke of 
the warre ofthe Jewes, the fower Artiques amountyng to 
. kowertene Frenche Soules , after three Souſes and ſire 
tviij . and renche Pente fo: a Souſe, as muche as the Romaine pe⸗ 
i. thirdes. nie, as wziteth learned Budæus in his booke De Aſſe. 

When pou haue thus diſpoſed pour Henne houſes, and 
made theim ſure and ſaufe againſt all hurtfull beaſtes and 
Ucrminc,that mate enter by Date oꝛ Night, and haue well 
placed the JPanters,to receive and harbour theim, vou ſhall 
bcſtowe the ſumme of three hundzech Frankes, in butyng 
of good Hennes , whiche male coſt you after the rate of ſiue 
Soules (whiche is vj, 5. and Wa the 2 
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reaſon ofthe dearche whiche is now, by occaſion of War* xxv. Friks 
res.Chicheſhall bee twelue hundzeth Hennes, after xxb. iv.s. vj. 8. æ 
ij. thirdes 
The Countries of Angeou, Touraine, and Lodunots, of /. d. 


Frankes the hund!ed, 


haue been the Countries with Bzitaigne, lefle croubled 
with the ſated Ciuile warres: And therefoze Hennes are 
there better cheape: Alſo verie good, ſtrong, well membe⸗ 
red, and ofthe beſte race to make pour emploite. 

You ſhall chooſe the poungeſte, whiche are apter to lape 
then the olde: and the common, moe then thei of kynde: oz 
the Blacke, Redde, and Taunie, whiche are mode fruitefull 
then the Grate oꝛ Whire, as Ariſtotle affirmeth in his i⸗ 
ſtoꝛie of Bcaſtes in the firſte booke, the firſte Chapiter. And 
alſo thei whiche haue their creſte oꝛ combe double and vp⸗ 
right, as witneſſeth Plinie in his naturall Hiſtozie. Alſo Pale 
ladius and Petrus Creſcenſis in his Booke of Houſebandzie. 


Likewiſe Carolus Stephanus à man of our tyme, c a diligent 


gatherer of thinges Economike, parteinyng to Houſholde 
and Mouſebandꝛzie. 


Thei ok meane bigneſſe, are the beſte, hauyng their bꝛeſt 


large, theit bodie well fleſhed, not with long Spurres like 


vnto Cockes, foꝛ thet commõly bꝛeake their Egges. Take 


heede alſo that thei bee not ca fatte. IM itneſſe the good wife 
whichebepng in loue with her Menne, fedde her ſo well. and 
made her ſo fatte, that che lefte laiyng, as rehearſeth Eſope 
in his Fables. 

You ought to thinke that the good TWoman loued her 
Menne no leſſe, then the Emperour Honorius, ſonne of Theo 
doſius loued his, named Rome. Mho vuderſtandyng that 
Alaricus Ryng ofthe Gothes had taken Rome, ( whiche 
was the aunciente Citee of Rome) was verie ſadde, ſuppo⸗ 


ſyng that Alaricus had takt his Denne, whiche he ſo muche 


loued, as Zonar the Greke Piſtoziographer hath witten, 
in the life of Honorius. J ſaie the aunciente Rome, becauſe 
the CY ofthe Caſt OR Kat Conſtantinople, 
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newe Name. | 
In {ike maner you ſhall bupe Tockes,to ſoꝛte oꝛ matche 
theim. Sixe ſcoꝛe Cockes ſhall ſuffice fo? the twelue hun- 
dꝛeth Hennes. Foz one Cocke, mate ſuffice fo) tenne Hen⸗ 
nes. Theimate coſte you tenne Soules the peece,ouer and 
aboue the pꝛice of the Hennes: whiche amounteth to four⸗ 
tie and eight Frankes. Thei ok the age from a pere and a 
halfc,vnto twoo peres, are the beſte. | 
To knowe them well,you ſhall conſider the Plumace oz 
Feathers. The Blacke,Redde,and Taunie, are the beſte. 
Allo thei that haue their Combe oz Creſt vpꝛight, and dou 
ble oz diuided. Their eyes Redde and gliſteryng: Their 
becke ſhoꝛte and hooked: well ſpurred: their goyng, hautie 
and pꝛoͤude: Their voice ſtrong and ſoundyng: And ſuche 
as crawe muche, repꝛeſentyng ſuche amaieſtie, as did the 
Cocke of the Perſians, whiche emong theim was reuerens 
ced, and honoured fo2 a Kyng, as reciteth Aristophanes. At 
the leaſt, that ther ſhewe a certain hardineſſe, as thei whiche 
the Carians, pt ople of the leſſe Aſa, boꝛt vpon their Mozion 
oꝛ Helmet. goyng to battaile: As Alexander de Alexundro 
path witten inthe xx. Chapiter ok his fir ſte booke. 
And ik you will take pleaſure in Dtuinationofthynges 
to come, by Cockes,(whiche Dinination is named Alecto⸗ 
romantia) as did amblicus maiſter of Proclus, ag Libris 
his compaignion, greate and learned Philoſophers, in the 
tyme ofthe Emperour Daſens, you mate make experunent 
of ſuche pꝛedidions, and therewith dooe pleaſure to pour 
freendes. 

And to the ende that pou ſhall not bee ignozaunte in the 
Theozike, oz ſpec ulation of the ſaied Dinination, J will 
ſhewe pou a certaine pꝛactiſe and Bꝛognoſtication thereof, 
Certaine greate loꝛdes were curious to knowe, who ſhould 
bee ſucceſſour to the Empire, akter /a/ers, fauourer of the 

damnable ſecte of the Arrians: Miaiyng the ſaied Philoſo- 


phers to giue aunſwere, accobdyng fo their Arte and expe⸗ 
rience, 
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riente, whiche thei had of ſuche thynges. Tho were vert? 
diligente to ſatiſtfie their requeſte, as commonlie menne of 
letters are not ingrate to conununicate £0 others, ehe frut- 


tes ofcheir garden - 


. Therefoze n and re choſen place verie 
plaine and equall, of conuenient largeneſſe: and cauſed ſine 
pouder, oz aſhes to bee ſifted therein. In the whiche pouder, 
thei wzote the xxiiij. letters of the Alphabet equallie di⸗

Not without reaſou J haue rehearſed vnto you this lit⸗ 
dec bt. Fo. if pour figure Pentagon ry directed — 
J. the 
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the create Cubite f whiche is of nyne foote F accodyng to 
the whiche, the Arke of Noe was meaſured, as ſome Spe⸗ 
culatours haue affirmed,) vou might faile in you Diuina⸗ 
tion, and ſhall not come to the knowledge of that pou deſire. 

Neuertheleſſe, foꝛ aſmuche as ſuche Diuinations, be de⸗ 
reptes, and inchauntmentes of the eyes and ſenſes, hauyng 
in them no ſubſtaunce of truthe, but rather ok lyes, vou ſhall 
giue no faithe therets. Fo falſhoode is euer ouercome by 
dy cruthe:as by example allegoꝛike, Joſephus in his Hiſto⸗ 
rie ofthe Antiquitie of the Jewes, in the ſeconde Borke 
and fifch Chapiter declareth: As alſo is mitten in Exo: 
dus, Capit. vii. Where the Rodde of (Moiſes, was by the 
finger of God tourned into a berie Serpent, and deudured 
the fantaſtike Serpentes of the Pagicians of Paras. Any 
the Auchours of theſaiev Magique · inallie receinep their 
rewarde as did Janblicurꝛ and as div Arphexarthe Magi⸗ 
cian of Perſia, who was ſtriken with a Thunderbolte : As 
was alſo the Bailife of QAtæſten, whomthe Deuill cariev 
awaie , as our Eh}onlicles witneffeth . And alſo ws were 
Aathotin ind Holtere: Magitians of the Gothes, whiche 
wereouerwhelmev, as wjiteth Olaus Aſaynarinhis Hiſto⸗ 
rie of the Nozthe Regions, in the third booke . Likewiſe 
Oado a Magician of Denmarke, who was mouned * And 

infinite others came to the like euill ende.

When pour Houſeband zie tall bee thus well owdered; 
you muſte pjactiſe in the Cite al Paris with ten o twelut 
Phiſitions ;dwellpng in ſundzie /places:ofchofaied-Citee, 
Not ofthe beardleſſe and delicate Apollinaries, whiche 
care fo: nothyng but gloꝛie, and ciuill flatterie, to get riche 
TUiues, But of the bearded Æſculapians, ſuthe as was the 
Famous Flozentine, a man ot ſinguler knowledge and ex. 
perience in his arte. and famous ic; thewilerofiſaillwhich 
he gaue to his doughter, parſued by the vnchaſtedouo of 
Ladiſlaus kyng of Naples and hungarie. 

Suche auncient Phiſitions will eaſely permitte the ne⸗ 
ceſſities of Nature, and conſtrme the wholeſome Edicte of 
the Emperour C adus mho( as wicneſſttij Sastonius) pres 
mitted in danquettes im rompaignic t fraly and without 
ſhame, to lette ſcape the winde or the bealie, knowyng that 
certaine ſhametaſte perfones;fubicce to the Collicke, haue 
died fo2 holdyng the ſaied ventoſitie: As alſo ¶ cero in the 
xxij.boske ofhis Epiſtles. ſaicht hat fartyng ought to be as 
free as belchyng, after the opinion ofthe Stoikes. 

Nou ſhaltgiue theim to vnderſtande, that pou can daiely 
kturniſhe their Pacit᷑tes with new laied Egges, euery moz⸗ 
nyng without faile. Po iſhall alſo aduertiſe theim, ot theim 
that haue the ſellyng, and diſtribution okthem.

Noone without ſtrikyng of ſtroke. Fo! ſuche are the verie 
pacientes of impaciẽce, by the vnderſtandyng of Epopriques 
aud Acromatiques of Ariſtotla and Alexander his Diſciple, 
whiche thei thought onelp wozthie to bee read, as wiiteth 
Quintus ¶ urtius. 

In like maner you multe bee acquainted with xb. oz xx. 
Gainſellers, oz Regraters, ſuche as can chatte and babble 
beſte, and walke aboute all the ſtreates, the fower cozners 


of the cite, and the moſte famous places ofthe ſame: as the 


Burſe, the Pallaice, the create Haules, the Pozces, and o⸗ 
ther places of greate reſozte : Aſſurpng theim to furniſhe 
them dately of a number ot newe laied Egges, whiche thei 
Hall ſell and diſtribute to your pꝛoſite, agreyng with cheim 
fo; reaſonable pꝛice and wages, as ſhalbe ſaied hereafter. 
Pauyng kepte this oꝛder, you ſhall bee carefull and dili- 
gent, to cauſe your Egges datelp to be caried to the Gain: 
fellers,02 women that ſhall ſell them again in the moznyng 
of the date followyng.

Laertius, in his booke ofthe liues of Philoſophers , The 
like alſdthaunced to Philomenet, as wiiteth Valerius Ma- 


inmur, in his Chapiter of rare kyndes of Death. 

Mob it reſteth to make pou vnderſtande the pꝛoſtte, that 
ball come vnto pou daiely ot pour ſumme:all charges and 
erpenſcs deducted:the rente of your houſe paied, the wages 
of your ſeruauntes, the Sainſellers contented, che charges 
ofthe Aſſe, his keeper compted, and allo the graine oꝛ cozne

wherwtth your Hennes are fedde. Fo? of the ſale of Egges* 
is taken no cuſtome, oꝛ impoſition, as was in the tyme of 
Fhon Ducas Emperour of Conſtantinople, and ſucceſſour 
of Theodoſius Laſcaris, who was ſo exceſſiue, that in a fewe 
daics, the Croune of /re»e the Empꝛeſſe, was thereby mar⸗ 
ueilouſty enriched in pꝛecious ſtones and tewelles, as Ne- 
phorius hath left iu wzityng. in the third booke of the Hiſto⸗ 
rie Biz autine, in the chapiter, of the tamine of the Turkes. 
| You ſhall ſell, oꝛ cauſe to be ſolde, euery newe laiedegge 
ob. and one eaſelp fo2 ſixe Frenche pence the peece . Foz J allure you, 
thi de. that within the Citte of Paris, are athonſanve , yea rather 
twoo thouſande, that will gladly giue a Carolus ( whiche 
is nyne Frenche peuce)foz euery newe lated Egge, beeyng 
thereof aſlured: wherein fee you faile not. 
Pom many Gentlsmenne and Gentlemamen are there, 
whiche great iy deſire in the Moꝛnyng. ts tate a ne we lated 
Egge: Pow many are there of Citezins, and cheir wiues, 
touched with the like deſire Wow many old folkes wear ie 
of Fleſhe. could foꝛ their Dinner ber contente,. with a newe 
laied Egge 92 twoo: Fo yau muſt kname that an Egge, is 
naturally of good nour iſhemente, whafſome,delicate,of eas 
ſie digeſtion, and maketh good bloud, as mꝛiteth. Ale an- 
der Aphrodiſeus in his ſeconde booke, and xxbiii.queſtion of 
. his N Likewiſe Albertut Magmomiteth;that

J haue yet made no memate of ſicke folkes , whiche of 
neceſſitie haue nede of new laied Egges,bythe o2finaunce 
ofthe Phiſitions, whoſe freendſhip pou ſhall entertaine fo 
the ſame purpoſe. The number of the whiche ſicke folkes, 
J am (ure in the ſaied Cite, will daiely ſurmounte a thous

leruauntes, bothe menne and women: whiche kicke when 
thei bee fatte (as doe Monkes in the mewe ) and murmure 
when thei be full. Emong the whiche, wer meane not ſuche 
as with pure conſeience, exerciſe them ſelues in their vowe 
of contemplation of Diuine thynges, in whoſe ſoules, con⸗ 
templation caketh perfection, as ſaieth the Diuines .: Fox 
in all ſoztes of men, the beſte ought to bee reſpected, and the 
woꝛſt uoted.Meither pet do I meane,that you ſhould bee ſo 
ſparyng fo} themeate of your ſeruaũtes, as was the Abbot 
of HBoſon in Dungarte,who was wont to ſaie that of all the 
woo2kes of his Seruauntes , the moupng oftheir Jawes 
greeued him moſte:he was ſo filchely caueteous, that he diſ⸗ 
dained to ſe his ſeruauntes eate,as wꝛiteth AÆ nen. Nlaiur 
in the xlij. Chapiter of his Piſtozie of Boheme. 

Fo? the charges of the twoo Aſſes (although Thiſtles 
growe euery where aboundantly) wer will alto we v, Soy- 
ſes a daie:amountyng to fower ſcoꝛe and twelue Frankes, 
and five Souſes in the pere. And fo2 the Aſle kteper (whom 
you mate alſo applie to other ſeruice, after that he hath 
bꝛougbt his Egges to the place appointed) who can haue 
noleſle then one maide to accopanie hym, whoſe allowance 
beyug after the rate of ſtue Souſes the daie, commechto 
fower ſcoꝛe and twelue Franks, and fiuc Soules the pere.

as did the ſated Emperoꝛ Augaſtus his warres: Auoidyng 
ſuche delices & pleaſures, as Antonius bſed with ¶ eopatra. 

Fo? meate o2 fedpng fo? the Hennes, ſhall ſuffice fo? the 


date twoo quarters of Paris meaſure, as well in Barly as 


in Otes, Fitches, oꝛ Tares:and in Minter, bearded oz hoz-

But ſuche as haue no familie, and 
ſeke foꝛ wife and houſe, followyng the pꝛecepte of Aenophon 
in his Oeconomiques, you may to ( gratiſie them) ſhewe them 
the increaſe of pour Pouſebandꝛy, and recite vnto them the 
pleaſure whiche pou receiue therein, to haſten them to caſte 
theim ſelues into the nette of happie Miſhap, and yet in the 
meane tyme honour them with ſome pꝛetie Pꝛeſentes. 

And if you haue the meanes to recouer Pullettes , 02 
Chikens ofthe race of the ẽne. whiche engendercd them 
perfectly foꝛmed, ſcrapyng and pepyng, and followyng the

Whiche ſeemeth to me an honeſt gaine and pꝛoftte, vpon 
the emploiyng ok ſo little a ſumme, and that, without all fil 
thie Aſurie: By the meanes alſo whereof, you mate feaſte 
Pour freendes, and leade a ioyfull life: I ſaie not p2odigall, 
as of A ſope the Tragile, with his platter of ſmall Birdes, 
whereol Pinie maketh mention in the tenth booke of his 
NaturallHiftozie , Neither ſo daintie oꝛ gluttonous as of 
epitizs,that was in the tyme of the Emperour Tiberius. 
Neither pet ſo ſumptuous c magnificent, as that of Luc uli 
lus noted of Plutarche (in his booke of the liues of famous 
men ) foꝛ the Bankett whiche he made vpon the ſodain e. fo 
Pompeius and (wcero:the expenſe whereof was no leſſe then 


xij.hundꝛeth and fiftie Crounes, commyng to L. Seſternes 


Romatne.D} that of Pompontus e Atticus. Againe on the o⸗ 
ther parte, I meane not that your liuyng ſhalbe ſo ſtreight, 
in frugalitie oꝛ ſparyng, as was that of C urius Dentatus, 
who liued with Nadiſhe rootes. Oz of Pertinaa who would 
be ſerucd tenne times with one ſalet. Neither ſo vile o2 ſpas 
ryng, as was Epaminondas a greate Loꝛde of Thebes, who 
Rc pte his chamber while his apparell was amcndpng , be- 
cauſe he would haue no chaunge. 

Dij. But 
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But temperate and modeſte, as that ofthe kynge gs of E- 
gipte, who befoze thei fell co their meate, diſputed ofmode- 
ſtie and ſobzietie, takyng pleaſure in bankettes, moze ioye⸗ 
full, then ſumptuous oz exquiſite, And ſo ſhall you not faule 
into the penaltie of the Lawe Numerall of Ialuu, who pꝛe⸗ 
fined a Taxe to be paied ofthe charges made! in greate feas 
ſtes and bankettes. 

And foꝛ as muche as it maie ſeme a thyng vndecent that 
a man ſhould make p2ofeſſton of an Art, oꝛ traſique of mar⸗ 
chaundtze,whereof he hath no knowledge, beyng ignoꝛant 
of the natures and temperatures ofthe thynges whic he he 
hath in hande: J will not faile to aduertiſe you ofthe diſea⸗ 
ſes, whiche come to Pẽnes and Cockes, and of their reme⸗ 
dies, and when it ſhalbee needefull co-chaunge them, and put 
others in their places, to th ende that your number doe not 
diminiſhe:as you knowe that by ſurrogation, the kyndes 
of all thynges are pꝛeſerued in their beyng, and ſo remaine 
perpetually:as Diuine Diotimus taught Socrates in the ſe⸗ 
conde booke of the feaſt of Plato. 

Their common diſeaſe is the Pippe, whiche is a viſeaſe 
of the tongue, the ende whereof is thereby hardened. in ma⸗ 
ner of a griſtle. And thereby alſo the Henne loſeth her taſte 
bothe in eatyng and dzinkyng:and infecteth the other Pen⸗ 
nes, ſpecially within the houle, and the place of their feding. 

This dileaſe pꝛoceedeth, either of beeyng long without 
d2inkyng of cleane and freathe water, o2 by dzinkpng of 
foule and ſtinkyng water. And co heale it, vou muſte take 


the henne, and take awaie the ſuperfluitie,which groweth 


on the tongue hardened at the ende. And then wache the 
tongue and beake with Dile, inthe whiche ſhall bee tempe⸗ 
red a hedde of Garlike. And putte enong their meate Sta⸗ 
phiſacre:and to rubbe the tongue wel wich ſpettle oꝛ Utnes 
ger,firſt tempered in the mouthe o? the leruaunt. 

An other diſeaſe, is the Catarre oz Rheume, whiche is a 
fluxion of colde umours inthe hedde ofthe Pennes , ma⸗ 


kyng 
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Ryng them to hang their winges, and their creites oz com⸗ 
bes. The remedie is, to trauerle oꝛ ouerthwart their noſe- 
thꝛilles with a Feather put thꝛoughthem, to open the Flu⸗ 
xto oʒ Rheume that is ſtopped, and maketh them blinde. It 
ſhall aiſo be good co warme their dzinke in Winter : Be⸗ 
cauſe ſuche diſeaſes pꝛoctede of cold, oꝛ dzinkyng of Froſen 
water, oꝛ lipng vnder þ Poone, the mother of al moiſtneſle. 

Againſt the Lice and vermine, whiche make them leanc, 
feeble, and bnfruitfull,J] haue ſhewed pou the remedie. But 
whenthe diſeaſe is now come, the remedie is to bathe them 
with a little Tine, oz dzinke, in the whiche ſhall bee ſodden 
ſome Comin oz Staphiſacre,commonly called the death of 
Lice, appliyng it to the heddes of little chil>zen,with oynt⸗ 
mentes. 

It vou doubt, how J knowe this,. not alledgyng any Au⸗ 
thour fo2 the p2oofe:you ſhall vnderſtande that J haue lear⸗ 
ned it, by pzactze ofthe common people, in like maner as 


the wileme n emong the Hebzues, named ¶ abaliſteæ, and the 


| 


like emong the Gaules named Druydes, learned their Sci⸗ 
ences by tradition. from mouthe to mouthe, and from hand 
to hande without Letters. Wihereby is come to paſſe, that 
in our Fraunce, the gouernmente is moꝛe by cuſtomes not 
wꝛitten, then by wzitten lawes: As Ialius ¶ æſar hath wyit« 
ten in his Commentaries;ofche conqueſt ofthe Gaules oz 
Frenchemen, in his ſixte Booke. 

The auncientes haue witten certain remedies, to kepe 
the Dcennes from the Foxe, as Palladius in his Booke of 
Pouſebandzie, teacheth how to rubbe che walles of the Hen 
houſe, with the gaule ofa Foxe and to cutte in little peeces 
the fleſhe of a Foxe, and to mingle it with the Hennes meat 
fo caule the Foxe to abhoꝛre to come neare it, by feelyng 
the death of his pꝛoper kynde, whiche nature can not abide, 
as Wiiteth Pinie in the xxix. booke of his Naturall Hiſto- 
rie. But the moſte loueraigne remedꝛe, is to kepe faſte and 


cloſe the dooꝛes and windowes in the Night . And that in 
D. tif, the 


— 
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the Daie. pour ſeruauntes often tymes come, and goe in all 


places and cozners of pour cloſe, And that neare vnto it, oꝛ 
the henne houſe, ber no heapes of woodde, buſhes, oꝛ ſtones, 
where ſuche beaſtes maie bee hidde o2 harboured. Fon, the 
beaſtes whiche liue by rapte, haue euer a certaine feare toy: 
ned with their craftineſſe, and deſire of raͤuenyng. 

Aboute the tyme of Autumne, pou ſhall every peredzaw 
a hundꝛed oꝛ twoo hundꝛed of the eldeſt of your Pẽnes, and 
ſuche as haue their clawes longeſt, and groſſeſt. In place of 
the whiche, vou ſhall put ponger ofſuche ſozte 02 qualitie, 
as J hauebefoze deſcribed, 

It peraduenturt pou be ot opinion, to kepe pour Egges 
of one ſeaſon foꝛ an other, vou mult lape them in ozder vpon 
ſheaues oz ſtrawe verie freſhe, with the ſharpe ende vpward 
oz to laye them in Paniers in like maner. And chat thei bee 
well couered with ſtrawe, that thei bee not tourned by too 
muche heate, oꝛ cold. And if you wil choſe the beſte fo2 your 
freendes, take Candida. Longa, Noua (that is) Ahite, Long. 
and New, folowyng the opimon of the Schoole of Salerne. 

Theother twoo Acres whiche remaine aboute poure 
parde,courte,o2 place incloſed, ſhall be commodtous to ſow 
Barlp , whiche is a graine verie pꝛoper fo2 the noziture of 
Hẽnes. And if pou can recouer Barlp of the ſede of Æthiope 
whereas dwell the Jewes of the ligne ol Dan, Nephthalin, 
Gad, & Aſſer, neare to the river of Sabbariqne(whiche Moiſec 
affirmeth to bee the Riuer in the holie ſcripture called Go: 
an) it ſhall bee ſinguler good, becauſe one graine thereof 
bꝛyngeth foꝛthe an hundꝛed. as Edad Damm the oebꝛewe 
hath wꝛitten in his bꝛiet Hiſtozie of the Empire of the Je⸗ 
mes incloſed in Æↄthiope. | 

I will wꝛite vnto you moꝛe amplie of the other p2ofices, 
whiche concerne the noziture of Hennes, and of what pꝛo⸗ 
perties thei are, and what one mate dꝛawe of their ſubſtan⸗ 
ces. But my ende hath been none other, then to giue aduiſe, 
how * alittle ſumme of money, little . mate 
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gette greate pꝛodte: to the ende that you maie the moe 
eaſely foꝛgette your loſſes, and accuſtome pour ſelt᷑ to the 
noiſe and tluc kyng of your Hennes: and not to ſeeme moꝛe 
delicate, then was the good Philoſopher Socrates, who boze 
it eaſely, becauſe thei lated hym Egges: as he boꝛe pacient⸗ 
ly the murmurpng and ſcoldyng ok his wife Xntippe, be- 
cauſe ſhe boze hym childzen. 

You mate euerp daie ſee pour menace, oz Pouſeband1ie. 
And ((as did the Periparterici )walke aboute the cloſes, and os 
ther places:and conſider the endeuour of pour ſeruauntes. 
Whom alſo by this meanes , you ſhall make moze carefull 
and diligente:and your Hẽnes better intreated, accoꝛdyng 
to the Apophthegme whiche laieth: That the eye ofthe mai⸗ 
ſter, maketh che ſeruaunt pꝛompter, and the hoꝛſe fatter:as 
alſo Ariſtotle maketh mention in his firſte booke of Oeco- 
,omikes,But how fo euer it bee, directe pour Houſebandzie 
in ſuche oꝛder, that bones bee not giuen to Alles, and Thi⸗ 
ſtles to Dogges. 

The Made ſeruaunte, oꝛ Chamberlaine of Prometheus 
( named Experience) who ſerued hym, after that he hadde 
bꝛought from Heauen the liberall Sciences, and to whom 
when be dꝛewe neare to death, he gaue them by Teſtament, 
mate in ſhoꝛt tyme aſſure you, either to continew this mar⸗ 
chandize and traſique, oꝛ ts leaue it. Fo2 ſhe( Experience J 
meane ) is one ofthe chief Seruauntes, whiche you muſte 
haue, wich other diligente compaignie. 

Pou ought not to take it greeuouſly, to leaue pour dwel⸗ 
lyng place, and accuſtomed pleaſaunte ay2e , 02 pour neighs 
bours, couſins, oꝛ krendes. Foz you knowe well the incom⸗ 
modities whiche ciuill warre bzingeth, the whiche ( as wzi⸗ 
teth Cicero to Marcus Marcellus, in the fowerth booke of 
his familer Epiſtles)is no leſſe lamentable, then the vicko⸗ 
rie gotten by ſheadyng of domeſticall bloud. And therefoze 
not without reaſon ſaieth the Bꝛouerbe, That warre is 


pleaſaunte to ſuche, as — no experience thereof . The 
whiche. 
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whiche ſaiyng .? vaſmus, a rare man in all kinde ok learnyng 
hath in his ( Hiliades, dilated by many examples: As you 
mate alſo eaſely iudge at this pꝛeſent. You knowe allo that 
the Marchaunt to flte pouertie, haʒardeth hym ſelf by lande 


and ſea, and leaueth his natiue Apje and Countrie. 


And koꝛ the doubte that you mate haue, not to bee aſſured 
in peaceable poſſeſſion of pour incloſed ground, againſt the 
violence of Thieues oz Souldiers: I would wiſhe you fo2 
the garde thereof, either the wakpng Serpente, whiche 
kept the Gardens of Heſßerides( famous fo) the golden ap: 
les) flaine by Hercules of 7 hebes , oꝛ the furious Bulles, 
whiche kepte the Golden Ficeſe in the Ile of / o/chos,vnder 
Kkyng M«tas the Father of NJledea, whiche were onercome 
and tamed by / aſon of 7 heſſalia, at the voiage ofthe Argonau 
tæ. Dave recourſe to the Ieramorphoſes of Ouid, in the fo» 
werth and leuẽth booke. But better then all this, ſhall lerue 
foꝛ pour ſecuritie, a Tablet of thꝛee flower de Lices (the 
Kynges Seale)authoziſed by the kyng:whicheſhall bee of 
greater efficacie, then any other ſaucgarde that pou can 
deſire. bY, | 

Fo? finall counſail, I pꝛaie pou continue in the lone and 
feare of SOD, obeiſaunce to your Pꝛince, and his Magi⸗ 
rates, reverence to all ſuperiours, with pacience of your 
loſſes , to-occupte pour trade without fraude, and you ſhall 
finde multiplication of all your goodes, And then(as ſaith 
Juuenal inhis thirde Satyre) you maie ſap, that your are the 
ſonne of a white Henne. 1 

But when vou ſhall bee knowen to doe ſeruice, to ſo ex⸗ 
cellent a common wealthe, as is the Cite of Haris (whiche 
ſurmounteth all thoſe that haue been Famous emong the 
Greekes) and that you haue giuen the ſirſte entrie, and 
(as ſaieth the Bꝛouerbe) bꝛoken the Jſe to others, J ſup⸗ 
pole pour enemies ſhall bee repulſed, as were thei of Furius 
Creſſinus Citeʒ in of Roome, enuied of his neighbours , be⸗ 
cauſe that ot a little he raiſed moe Gaine, thenthei d. d _ 

| muche 
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muche Tillage. Foꝛ the whiche thet imputed vnto him, that 
he vſed Witchcrafce,and Inchauntmente. ho bzingyng 
fozthe his Inſtrumentes of Houſebandzie, his diligent ſer⸗ 
uauntes, and alſo his owne Daughter moſte ſkilfull in me⸗ 
nage, was diſcharged of all ſuche ſuſpicions, and of all meu 
greately commended, as wilceth Titus Liuius. And furthers 
mo2e,your felicitie and pꝛoſperitie, ſhalbe a paſſion to pour 
enemies, as chaunceth to all enuious perſones. 

I knowe other experiences verie pꝛompte. But of no 


greater gaine then ſixe Frankes the date}, all charges de⸗ un g. ut. d. 


ducted. Therefoze, if my firſte inſtructions ſeme not agrea⸗ 
ble vnto pour nature, aduertiſe me thereof, that J maie di⸗ 
recte unto you an other waie moze eaſie, and no 8 
ble, though ol leſſe pꝛoſtte. 

Peraduenture ſome will thinke this Counſaill berie 
ſtraunge and ridiculous,and perhaps of difficult executißõ. 
To thinke it ſtraunge, there is no greate reaſon, cõſidering 
that nouriſhyng of Hennes fo2 honeſt gaines, is no newe oꝛ 
ſtraunge thing, if we beleue that whiche ¶ lis Rhodogiuus, 
a woꝛthie Auto, hath written in his 14. booke of Antiqui⸗ 
ties: That in the Ile of Delos (other wiſe called Ortygia fox 
the abundance of Quailes) beyng one ofthe moſte famous 
of the (clades in the ſea Aegæum, were founde many that 
made eſtate and trafique ofthe nouriſhement of Hennes, foꝛ 
gaine and pꝛolite. Tho were ſo well exerciſed herein, and 
in the knowledge of their Dencs, that onely vpon the ſight 
of an Egge,thet could eaſily iudge what Men it came from. 
Therefoze , that ſellyng of Egges hath euer been a thyng 
commonly vfed:hauc recourſe tothe Impoſt, which was in 
the tyme ofthe Emperour Honorius, as is ſaied heretofoze. 

As touchyng mockers, no man can eſtahliſhe any thing 
ſo good, oꝛ weli oꝛdered, that the Bocker ſhall not bite, 
when Enuie hath made impꝛeſſion in his fooliſhe Bꝛaine, 
and hath there taken vp his (od-;png,to toꝛment his Hoſfte, 

And to reſolue you of ſuche difficulties, let vs take _

ok the laiyng of Agathon a pong gentleman,in the D1ation 
whiche he made of Loue in the feaſte of Plato, ſaiyng: That 
we ought moꝛe to feare the iudgement of a fewe wiſe men, 
then of many ignoꝛaũt fooles and mockers. Fo} Wiſemcn 
flowlte giue the loole bꝛidle to their tongues, but vſe their 
woꝛdes with iudgemente: as alſo wiiteth C cero in his O⸗ 
ration foꝛ Tluicius, laiyng: That the iudgemente of tenne 
wiſe and graue men in one Cite, impozteth moze then the 
iudgemente ok all the common people, who fo2 the molte 
parte, iudge without counſaill oz reaſon, 

If any manne ſhall ſaie, that the inuention ofthis coun⸗ 
ſaile is old: confeſſe vnto pou, chat J am not the ſirſte tea⸗ 
cher hereof, as was (ar6//z of the firſte letters at Rome, 
o2 the firſte Schoolemaiſter: yet hath it not been pꝛattiſed 


in our tyme. And as wꝛiteth the Poet Hor. atiuu, Many thin- 


ges are renewed, whiche tyme hath deuoured, and buried 
as deade, the whiche agatne in tyme , ſhall beedzouned in 
theriucr of Obliuion, and ſhall againe retourne to their e⸗ 
ſtate by cour ſe, as doe in maner all wo} ivip thinges, as wile 
Salomon alſo witneſſeth. 
Allure pour ſelf my deare freende, that Nagmnfco Me- 
gret,02 any other Alchimiſte, haue not wich their Foznaces 
and Alembikes, dzawne moꝛe pꝛoſite by the Phtloſdphers 
Stone, then you ſhall dꝛawe out ofthe bealie oł pour Men 
nes, if you will ioynt pleafurr with paine. And ſo ſhall you 
bee out ofthe daunger, into whiche ſuche Alchimiſtes fall, 
* who oftentymes conſume their Datrimonie, and blode ic 
awaie with Bellowes. But euer beware the Foxe. Jnthe 
meane tyme, you ſhall receiue of pour freende this little gift 
ſuche as it is, in hope hereaftcr to recouer ot hym ſome bees 
ter thpng, when occaſiondoeth ſerue: whiche ( occaſion) vou 
muſt take by the haire betoꝛe, that it ſcape not ftom pou. 
Now therefoze, fo the ende of this accompte vou mult 
arme pour ſelf with pacience, when aff liaion is ſent, and as 
uoide pouertie( che enemie of a maners) by — 


! 
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ok honeſte and p)ofitable frugalitie in vfyng the chynges, 
whiche you haue gotten by pour labour: and therewith alſo 
a reputation not vulgare, whiche ſhall bee bꝛuted through 
all Fraunce, foꝛ the noueltie of pour enterpꝛiſe. Whereof 
ſome will take ſuche pleaſure, as maie moue the ſeuere Ca- 
toes to laughyng, and raiſe che Pelancholike Milte of wer 
png Democrites. 

And finally, vou ſhall herewith receiue the contentation 
of your louyng kreende, with this pleaſaunte pꝛeſent, to mi⸗ 
tigate the ſozrowes of theſe Cloudie tymes,and to put pou 
in good comkozte ot better hope in tyme to come. 


Hatchyng of Egges without Hennes, as writeth 
Joannes Porta in his ſeconde Booke 


of * Naturall. 


Ake the dounge ok Pigeons 0} hennes, beaten into 
pouder, and finely Sifted. Then laye the Egges in 
ſuche ſoꝛt, that one touche not an other foꝛ breaking. 
And ſee thei bee well couered with the ſaied dounge, bothe 
bnder and aboue, in cloſe Banniers oz Coopes, commodi- 
ous fo? the purpoſe, ſo that the roũder oz bigger ende of the 
Egges bee dounwarde. But firſte, you muſte laie a bedde of 


Dennes feathers,and thereon the daunge: and likewiſe an 
other ranke oz uppen the dounge that co⸗ 
uercth the Egges bis doen pon Walt euer xxiiij.houres 


tourne the Egges,thacchet maieequaliyteceiue the heate. 
Thei mult thus bee kept. in a place ot temperate heate. And 
when twentie daies are paſte, if pot ſhall perceiue that 
the chickins ſtrike che ſhell with their billes, harken ik thei 
pepe. Foz often it chaunceth, that foꝛ the thickneſſe of the 
ſkinne oz filme, thei can not bꝛeake fooꝛth. Then helpe thẽ 
with takyng of the ſhell. And immediatly bꝛyng the Henne 
vnto chẽ. The like maie be doen in a warme Duen, tempe⸗ 


red! tothe mesſurc and propoztion of Matural 3 
wiſe 
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wiſe allo in hotte hozfe dounge, with like diligence of mea⸗ 
ſuryng, and conſeruyng the heate, with adding ol newe and 
pure dounge euery ſeuenth daie. 1 
_ {ardanns in his rij. booke De Subtilitate, miteth muche 
in like maner : But ſateth that youmultefirſte make twoo 
Cuſſhions oꝛ Pillowes, filled with Hennes dounge, beaten 
into fine pouder and ſifted. Then by ſowpng,o2 other meas 
nes faſtenyng onthe Pillowes,Yenes fethers,bothe great 
and ſmall of good thickeneſſe, and laye the Egges be⸗ 
twene theim in a warme place cc. as before. 
Hewaiteth that in the greate Citie ol
